strayed yesterday evening,

with several hundred ables of cotton. 
Fire was discovered about 7 o’clock, 
and presumably originated 
from

spark from the furnaces, although this 
is only conjecture. So rapidly did it 
spread, that 
before 
anyone 
could 
reach the whistle to give the alarm 
the names had cut off all approach to 
it. I he tire company made a quick run 
and in 
a 
very 
few 
minutes 
four 
streams of water were playing on the 
flames. The compress itself was too 
tar gone to make any impression on 
it, and the firemen devoted them­ 
selves to the work of saving the cot­ 
ton on tin platform. On the platform 
and in the yards together, there were 
at least 6,000 bales, and the firemen 
pushed up to the front rows and play­ 
ed the water over the cotton and the 
Platform. Almost the entire popula­ 
tion of Ada turned out. and hundreds 
of men pushed in ready and anxious 
to help. For a time there was plenty 
to do. Those not needed to handle the 
hoses used buckets while others roll­ 
ed cotton away from the danger zone. 
The flying sparks kept all cotton on 
the south side of the compress in 
danger, and required strenuous efforts 
to prevent the fire 
from 
spreading 
there. Many citizens remained up all 
night and even this morning quPe a 
number were needed to keep fire in 
many smouldering hales from blazing 
up. for a cotton fire is one of the 
most difficult of all to handle.
